SatXadga atatas that alnsat amTtina ha aaw Soby, that 
So^ was plqrsiaaUy erowding hlaaaLf againat mnamm. 

Ifr. Bntladga ai^ on anothar oeaaaloa, doaa net raaanbar 
Ur It Mas Friday, NoraAar 22. 19^3 or Saturday, Sewbar 23, 
1963, ba waa aaar tlM alavator on tha third floor «tf tha Police 
and Catirta Bulldlag. Uniforaad goarda vara shaakiag paeple 
ootarl)^ tha tklrd floor. Ba •«« t«o naMuaen tialk froa tba 
alavatars to ^a hallway l aa dln g to the CIS teaau Offleaa. 
Thaaa tws aan ware nawaaaa bat he does not know idw thay 
ware. <la«k Butby waa pvahad 19 bat«««t than «ith his left 
ara areand tha namHaaa to his left and a plasa of folded 
paper In his otter hand. This papar had aoaa writing on 
it bat Bntladga did not kaaw idiat tha writing waa. B»by 
was talking and ««Ting tha pi^r to tha two nswsaan aa thay 
tamed down the hallway toward tha Hoadoide Offlee. ^e did 
not sea a press idaotifiaatioB or pass on Roby and the 
offiears ^>pareBtXy allowed the 3 to pass ttea wlthoat 
ohaoklag Identlfloatioa. Rotlodge aald about midnight of 
Friday, Nonabar 22, 1963, there waa a proas oonferenee and 
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•hov-up In tha k»amM.j Uoom in th* buaaant of the City 
BalX. H« said Oswald was shorn, nmtj Wads also gav* a 
prsss eonfsrwMS. Boiladgs said that ths eonf*r«ti«« was 
dlTldad la two parts. Tha first part was to a roaafvl of 
nawSBMS and <^n eonelualM of tids aoiifsrsBSs aom ot Uis 
TV nsNSMKi r«<ia«st«d that Huaxj answsr seas worm quastlons 
so tha TT eaasras oould gst It. Ratlsdgs said h* saw 
anothw OaXlas nsws r^portar, Harrjr MsConMSk and asksd 
Harry if h> would ooTar tha rait of ths oonfaranoe whila 
he, Rutlsdgs, was phoning in what h« had alraady obtained . 

Mr. Batlsdgs laft to piums in his rsport and whan hs ratumad, 
many of tias nawsMn had goas. Hs ranwibars that ha eeuld not 
find Harry HcCarmek and iridla lo<dclng for hia, hs oaBtlnvad 
loddng arowd tha resik Kr. f^mar Ifeds was at tha daak and 
jQdgs Bavld JehMten was saatad aaross tha dssk in front of 
Mr. Wad*. Kr. Butladg* saw J&ok Kahy standing batvean tha 
sseend and third row daidc dlraetly in front Jndg* Johnatoa. 
Ha aaw Kgby Xaan orar toward Jndga JoiaiBton as far as h* eould 
and hand a biulaass typs aard that had a r*d eiral* on on* m& 
of tha sard in his hand. Jodga Johnatw laanad toward hla as 
far aa h* oould and took tha eard. 

Mr. RutXedg* than left Uta aasaably room throu^ a raar door 
that led into th* Easorda Boroan. He want to the aaaoad dssk 
north of Captain Slaughter' • Office in the first row of desks 
that are west of ths row of filing eabineta running north and 
south through the o en tar of the Sseords Bureau. 

Mr. HutXedge used a phane on this desk and he saw Jaek Kuhy 
using a tsXephona on the first desk south of hla. This would 
bs ths first daak in th* afm row as was tha dssk Biitladga was 
using, and would be the desk alosast to ths entrance to the 
Reoorda Bureau adjacmt to Captain Slaughter's Office. 

The Distrlst Attomar, Mr. Uanry Wade, than «t*r*d the Bseords 
Bureau tl>rou# the ant ranee near Captain Slaughter's Offlea. 
ilaek Itufe7 was ealUng and «otl«ming Mr. Wad* to eaM to tha 
telaphons and said into th* phons, "Mr. Wad* is hsr* now, I'll 
l*t you talk to hia." At the aaas tin* a r^^ortsr was sailing 
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Mr. Wad* to tba taLaphons on th« oountor on the Mat aide of the 
Raeorda Boraau and ra<{iMati]ig that he aone to tbat phone aa 
thajr were on the air at thai tlM. Mr. Wade hesitated monen- 
tarlly and then went to the phone on the oountar. Mr. Sutladge 
left hia Um open and atood near Mr. HMe lAUe he ma talking. 
Kr. Butledge atatad that upm eoHpletlon of thla eall, Mr. Wade 
went to tiie dealt Mhere Jack Bidqr waa and aogagad in a eonver- 
aatlon with the person to whoa Subjr had been talking. 

Mr. But ledge aaid that he engaged in a eonreraatlon with Cameraman 
ilmf OaiaelX of BBAP-fV, Chumel $ at one tiae regarding Jaek 
Ruby, but ha doea not ream bar if thla was on Friday or Saturday,
